To the Inhabitants of the Town of Loudon in the County of Merrimack in 
said State, qualified to vote in Town Affairs: 


You are hereby notified to meet at the Town Hall in said Loudon on 
Tuesday, the 10th day of March, next at 9:00 of the clock in the forenoon, to 
act upon the following subjects: 


1. To choose all necesssary Town Officers for the year ensuing. 


2. To raise such sums of money as may be necessary to defray town 
charges for the ensuing year and make appropriations of the same. 


Article No. 2 through Article No. 16 and Article No. 20 will be taken up 
at the second session of the Annual Town Meeting on Saturday, March 14, 
1987 at 9:00 A.M. Meeting to be held at the Country Hall, Mudgett Hill 
Road. 


Articles No. 1, 17, 18, 19 will be by ballot on Tuesday, March 10, 1987, 
from 9:00 A.M. to 7:00 P.M. 


Article No.3: To see ifthe Town will vote to allow a 2% discount on all 
property taxes paid within 30 days after presentation of the tax bill. 


Article No. 4: Tosee ifthe Town will vote to authorize the Selectmen and 
the Town Treasurer to borrow on behalf of the Town, in anticipation of taxes a 
sum or sums of money and to issue notes therefor to an aggregate principal 
amount not exceeding the total tax levy during the proceding financial year; 
said notes to be paid in 1987 from taxes collected during the current year. 


Article No. 5: To see ifthe Town will vote to authorize the Selectmen to 
dispose of land acquired by tax deed for the Tax Collector. 


Article No. 6: To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Selectmen to 
apploy for, accept and expend without further action by the Town Meeting 
money from State, Federal or other governmental unit or private source which 
becomes abailable during the fiscal year. (Pursuant to RSA 31:95-b (Supp) 
this Article shall: be used only for legal purposes for which a town may 
appropriate money; require the Selectmen to hold a prior public hearing on the 
action to be taken; not require the expenditure of other town funds; be exempt

from all provisions of RSA 32 related to limitation and expenditure of town 
moneys) 


Article No. 7: To see if the Town will vote pursuant to RSA 35:16-a 
(Supp) to discontinue the 1986 Re-evaluation Capital Reserve Fund which 
purpose was to pay for the now completed re-evaluation; and thereby return 
the monies of said fund (approximately $600.00) to be paid to the Town 
treasury. 


Article No.8: Tosee ifthe Town will vote to transfer the balance and any 
available interest from the Loudon Bicentennial Fund to be applied to any 
shortfall of 1986 revenue sharing funds. Any surplus over $8,000.00 to be 
applied to the reduction of the 1987 taxes. 


Article No. 9: To see if the Town will vote to adopt the proposed seal as 
the Official Town Seal as recommended by the Seal Committee and 
Selectmen. 


Article No. 10: To see ifthe Town will vote to adopt the following by law 
pursuant to RSA 31:39 (Supp) to wit: 

‘No public dance hall or similar establishment shall operate within the Town 
of Loudon unless the same shall have an applicable policy of public liability 
insurance covering the operation of same, which policy must be acceptable to 
the Board of Selectmen. Violations of this by-law may result in the imposition 
of a fine not to exceed $1,000.00 for each offense. 


Article No. 11: To see if the Town will vote to instruct the town’s 
representatives to the General Court to take all necessary measures to insure 
that no low level radioactive waste from the Seabrook nuclear plan shall be 
stored or disposed of within this Town of Loudon, New Hampshire unless and 
until the proposed site of the proposed storage or disposal has been approved 
by the votes of the town at the Annual Town Meeting by written ballot. (By 
Petition) 


Article No. 12: To see if the Town will vote to close a short section of 
Shaker Road at the junction of Clough Pond Road. 


Article No. 13: To see if the Town will vote to establish a Bridge Capital 
Reserve Fund under the provisions of RSA 35:1, inthe amount of $20,000.00, 
purpose of the fund is repair and or replacement of existing bridges, or 
construction of new bridges. 


Article No. 14: To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the 
sum of $2,000.00 for the purchase of additional air bags to increase the total 
lifting capacity of the Fire Department’s Power-Lift airbag system. 
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Article No. 15: To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the 
sum of $8,500.00 for the purchase and installation of an Auxiliary Power 
Plant for the Main Fire Station.

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SELECTMEN’S REPORT 


1986 was a year of continued and accellerated growth throughout New 
England. Loudon was no exception, issuing 54 residential building permits. 
Our population has now risen to approximately 3500, which greatly changes 
the complexion of Loudon from its past stature as a small, rural farming 
community. 


As you know, 1986 was the first time in history that Loudon underwent a 
property/land appraisal by an independent, professional appraisal firm. With 
this State mandated re-evaluation complete, the assumption should be that all 
property owners are paying their fair share of our tax burden. Still, no complete 
reassessment is flawless, and we encourage citizens who feel that their taxes 
are unreasonable to appeal to the State Department of Revenue Administration. 
The Selectmen will provide you with the necessary paperwork. 


Loudon’s yearly financial share of the Merrimack Valley School Distrist 
has now reached $1.6 million. The Town will also have to contend with 
anticipated losses of approximately $25,000 annually in federal revenue 
sharing. These, coupled with the eventual impact of membership in the 
Concord Regional Waste/Resource Recovery Cooperative, and the establish- 
ment and operation of the Town’s solid waste transfer facility, will have a 
significant impact on future tax bills. 


Revenue sharing funds in the past have been applied to such projects as 
repairs to the Symonds Property, supplementing the Library budget and 
purchase of equipment for the police, highway and fire departments. With 
dwindling financial assistance on the federal and state level, the Town more 
than ever should appreciate the $40,000.00 awarded to Loudon in the form of 
matching funds for the Loudon Recreation Area. 


The Selectmen do not support elimination of the $10.00/person residence 
tax. This tax represents approximately $20,000/annually, which, if eliminated 
would have to be raised through property taxes. Additionally, the annual 
mailing of these bills provides a medium to send townspeople notice of changes 
in the office hours, recreation schedules, etc. Levy of the residence tax also 
makes it possible for the Selectmen to more closely monitor the influx of new 
residents to oversee delivery of services, welfare payments, school enrollments, 
etc. 


The growing complexity in administering the Town’s business, including 
growth and development, issuance of building permits, welfare demands and 
the increased request for information and assistance from townspeople 
warrants operation of the Selectmen’s office full-time. 
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This year the town hired two lifeguards to staff the Town Beach at Clough 
Pond. Both were Red Cross trained and certified senior lifesavers with 
additional training in first aid and CPR. The program was so successful, with 
compliments and thanks received on the local and the State level, we plan to 
continue it this summer. 


The Selectmen recommend establishment of a Capital Reserve Fund for the 
orderly replacement of Town bridges. Most of our bridges were built in the 
1930’s, for minimal traffic volume and light loads. However, increased traffic 
and ever-increasing weight limits have caused a number of birdges to become 
obsolete and unsafe. Many are hazardous and in deplorable condition. We 
have no choice but to systematically repair and/or replace the old bridges. 
State funds for bridge replacement are currently available on a 90 to 10 basis. 
Establishment of a capital reserve will allow us to upgrade and improve the 
bridges on a continual schedule, making maximum use of tax dollars spent for 
this work. 


You’ll see that the library budget has again increased significantly. While 
the Selectmen support growth and improvement of the services to be offered by 
the library, the expenditures of town funds needs to be prudently managed to 
encourage increased library use in keeping with increased expenditures. The 
39% budget increase proposed by the Trustees was reduced to 16% during the 
budgeting process. That increase does not include the library capital reserve 
which was established last year for eventual expansion and remodeling of the 
library building. Expenditures such as the $600.00 authorized by the Trustees 
for sketches of a handicapped access ramp or the $300.00 plus for installation 
of a dusk to dawn lamp do not improve services or circulation. 


We support the Permanent Growth Management Ordinance. We believe 
the Town must make this effort to control, manage and plan for the future 
growth of Loudon; otherwise, development could outdistance our ability to 
provide critical services. 


We've hope you’ve had the opportunity to meet our new full-time police 
officer, Sgt. Scott Hilliard. Scott, who has extensive law enforcement training, 
and eight years law enforcement experience, should be an invaluable asset to 
the Town. 


On behalf of the Town, we thank Mary (Mrs. Edwin) Maxfield, Town Clerk 


and Mary (Mrs. Wilbur) Maxfield, Tax Collector, for their many years of 
dedicated service to the Town of Loudon. We extend our best wishes to both. 
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We also wish to thank the many volunteers who make up our boards, 
committees and commissions for their work, and the civic contributions they 
make on behalf of the Town of Loudon.

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HIGHWAY DEPARTMENT REPORT 


The Highway Dept. had a very busy year again. There was a complete work 
force turn over in the spring, but everything is going fine. A fulltime mechanic 
was added to the crew which has greatly reduced equipment down time in our 
department as well as helping out the Fire Department and Police Department. 


My main goal as your new road agent is to improve our bridges and roads, 
including additional roadside mowing and culvert work. 


This past year we graded each of the dirt roads three times in an effort to 
improve travel conditions. The wooden bridge on Sanborn Road was 
completely replaced in November and there are many others desperately in 
need of repair or replacing. Extensive brush cutting was done on many roads 
which we plan to continue so we can get the roads widened out to where they 
belong. 


In keeping with our regular maintenance, we added approximately 5,000 
yards of crushed gravel to our dirt roads and shimmed and sealed another 5 
miles of tar roads. With the addition of more roads to our town every year, it is 
my plan to increase our shimming and sealing to 8 miles of road each year. This 
will allow us to stay on the previously established schedule of resealing each 
paved road approximately every five years. We also rebuilt and resurfaced two 
sections of Ridge Road and more work is scheduled for next summer on River 
Hill. 


The purchase of the new loader this year has proven to be a great asset to our 
road maintenance, landfill operation and snow plowing activities. 


Some basic landwork was done at the recreation area with more to be done 
in the spring. Approximately 700 yards of gravel was hauled from the landfill 
for the landwork at the village fire station for their new addition. 


If you have any concerns, feel free to call me at 783-4568 and I will do my 
best to help you out. We have added a paging system this year which should 
help expedite emergency problems. If you have an emergency situation, please 
call 1-800-812-7968 and leave your name, telephone number and problem.

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REPORT OF THE PLANNING BOARD 


At the January 1987 meeting of the Planning Board more than 70 
applications for building permits were on hand and the 53 authorized by the 
Temporary Growth Management Ordinance voted at the 1986 Town Meeting 
were issued. During 1986, 78 new building lots were created by subdivision 
even though the Ordinance limits the number of lots in any single parcel of land 
to 5 per year. 


These statistics, when viewed with similar statistics for the preceeding 3 or 4 
years are positive confirmation that without the controls provided by Growth 
Management Regulations our Town would have undergone the same explosive 
housing and population boom that has threatened the traditional way of life in 
several of our neighboring communities in recent years. 


Since last Town Meeting the Planning Board has, with the assistance of a 
technical consultant, been working on a series of documents, some to be 
presented at the 1987 Town Meeting for approval and adoption, which will 
form a comprehensive ordinance package for the Town. Treatment of land-use 
issues under these regulations will not differ noticeably from that of the past 
several years under the temporary regulations, but their implementation will 
bring the Town into strict conformance with the applicable statutes of New 
Hampshire which have increased tremendously in number and complexity 
during the recent years of state-wide growth pressure. 


These documents are: 


(1) Anupdate ofthe 1985 Master Plan, particularly of the sections dealing 
with ‘“‘Population” and “‘Housing’’, introducing data not available a year 
earlier and substantiating the concept of growth management for the Town of 
Loudon. 


(2) Capital Improvements Program. This document is prepared by the 
Planning Board and submitted to the Selectmen. It is advisory only in nature 
and constitutes recommendations for capital expenditures over a 6-year period 
to meet anticipated routine and growth-influenced needs of the Town. 
Preparation of this document was authorized by vote at the 1986 Town 
Meeting and is required by State Statute prior to enactment of a permanent 
Growth Management Ordinance. 


(3) Town of Loudon Zoning Ordinance. This proposed ordinance has 
been the subject of several public hearings during December and January 
which resulted in many revisions suggested by persons attending the hearings 
and also by submitting petitions. In its final form it provides for: 
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a) A Village District encompassing the existing Village and 
confirming land uses and lot sizes (smaller) which currently 
exist there. 

b) A Commercial/Industrial District along Route 106 and 
generally to a depth of 500 ft. either side of the right-of-way. 
An officially-defined zone for business use will be more 
attractive to companies and individuals desiring to locate in 
Loudon, and the broadening effect which this use will have on 
our tax base makes it imperative that we encourage it as much 
as possible. 


c) A Rural Residential District encompassing the remain- 
der of the Town with the same 2-acre / 200 ft.-frontage lot 
size requirement which has been the standard since 1979. 

d) Wet Lands and Steep Slopes Districts which formalize 
the limitations on residential use in these areas and overlay 

these limitations on any other requirements of the Ordinance. 
To date the Planning Board and the Zoning Board of 
Adjustment has considered the effects of wet lands and 
slopes in light of the State WSPCC standards and their own 
judgement in each individual situation. This method has not 
always had the consistency which the overlay districts will 
provide. 


(4) Amendment to the Town of Loudon Zoning Ordinance by adding an 
Agriculture/Forestry Preservation District (AFP). Recent pressures for 
subdivision and development along Loudon Ridge and the resultant increase in 
population density raised concern on the part of some residents there, and with 
the Planning Board, for the impact on essential Town services and upon the 
goal to retain and encourage active agricultural productivity and the protection 
of agricultural land resources as set forth in the Master Plan. Reacting to these 
concerns the Planning Board included in its original draft of its proposed 
Zoning Ordinance an AFP District generally including the Ridge, Upper City 
and Bumfagon regions with requirements for a 10-acre lot size with 400 ft. of 
frontage. The public hearing process revealed that opinion on this matter was 
waried and after considerable deliberation the Planning Board concluded that 
the interests of the Town would be better served by providing the opportunity 
to vote separately upon the inclusion of the AFP District, and at the same time 
reducing the lot size area requirement to 5 acres while retaining the 400 ft. 
frontage requirement. 


(5) Growth Management Ordinance. This ordinance retains the elements 
of the current temporary ordinance by imposing an annual cap on building 
permits and by limiting the number of lots created by subdividing a single 
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parcel of land to 5 per year. The cap on building permits has been reduced from 
the current 5% to a limit of 4% as a result of analyzing the updated population 
and housing data in view of Loudon’s fair share of anticipated regional growth. 
This computation would result in the authorization to issue 41 building permits 
in 1988. 


At the 1987 Town Meeting you will be asked to vote by ballot either YES or 
NO for the above issues (3), (4) and(5). The Planning Board urges a YES vote 
for all three. To do so puts in place for the first time in Loudon’s history the 
tools required to omplement the Goals and Objectives outlined in the 1985 
Master Plan. These Goals and Objectives were, in turn, directed by your 
responses to the 1985 questionnaire which ultimately formed the basis of the 
Master Plan itself.

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LOUDON SOLID WASTE COMMITTEE 


As a member of the Concord Regional Solid Waste/Resource 
Recovery Cooperative, the Town through its Solid Waste Committee 
has been monitoring the progress of negotiations between Allied Signal 
Corporation of Hampton, NH and the Cooperative. Progress in the last 
year was hampered by an attempt by PSNH to cancel a power that 
PSNH would have to pay to the Penacook Refuse to Energy plant 
owners. 


Since the Cooperative member towns’ per ton waste disposal fee 
(tipping fee) and the overall financial success of the Refuse to Energy 
project were jeopardized, a wait-and-see attitude was adopted as PSNH 
appealed the Public Utilities Commission rulings to the NH Supreme 
Court. 


The NH Supreme Court upheld the cooperative’s interests and the 
permitting process is again underway. As a result, a Fall of 1988 
beginning of operations date at Penacook is estimated. 


Our local efforts this past year have included participation in the 
Cooperative’s efforts and a two-week weighing program at the Town 
landfill. This program was valuable to the Committee and the data will be 
used in designing the transfer station which is proposed to be located at 
the existing dump site. Over 65 tons of refuse were weighed over four 
days in October. 


Our tasks for this coming year will be to design the transfer station, 
interview equipment suppliers, and hopefully hold a public hearing 
regarding the transfer station. 


In addition, the Committee would like to begin the selection of a 
consulting engineering firm to evaluate what will be required in order to 
close our existing landfill. Part of this effort will be the establishment of a 
monitoring well system and possibly a hydrogeologic study. Based on 
that data, an preliminary estimate of closure costs will be prepared. 


The Committee would like to emphasize that closure of our landfill 
will be very expensive. Positive steps are being taken by the Town Road 


Agent to help minimize that future cost. 


The Committee would like to thank all of the Town’s residents who 
cooperated with our weighing program last October. 
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As active work progresses over the next year, the Committee 
welcomes input from the Town’s residents. Please feeel free to contact 
any of the Committee members listed below.

AND SUMMER RECREATION PROGRAM 


The highlight of the Recreation Committee efforts this past year was the 
passing of an $80,000.00 matching grant warrant article at last year’s town 
meeting to construct recreation facilities at the Loudon Recreation area. The 
Board of Selectmen officially received word on May 20, 1986 from the N.H. 
Office of Recreation Services that the town had been awarded a $40,000.00 
matching grant from the U.S. Department of Interior's Land and Water 
Conservation Fund. These funds will be used to constuct two tennis courts, a 
basketball court, and a soccer and ballfields as formal bids allow. 


The Committee has been delayed in getting final park specifications 
prepared and out to bid as required by law. However, we are hopeful of having 
the projects out to bid by early this spring with the substantial part of 
construction beginning by this summer or fall. The Committee is still looking 
for additional volunteers who would like either to help out with this project or 
serve on the Recreation Committee. The Committee is particularly interested 
in persons with an engineering or construction background who may wish to 
serve on the Committee. The more volunteer help we receive from town 
residents the more recreation facilities we will be able to construct with 
available funding. If you would like to help out, let the Selectmen or a member 
of the Recreation Committee know now! 


The Loudon Summer Recreation Program completed its eighth year of 
operation with a healthy increase in enrollment over the previous year. 
Approximately 45 children attended the daily recreation program conducted 
at the Loudon Elementary School grounds. This year’s program was under the 
direction of Mrs. June Lang who did a superb job in providing a well rounded 
program of recreational activities and arts and crafts for our children. Each day 
of the program was highlighted by a “‘special event’’. This year’s three sold out 
bus trips for families and/or their children were to Benson’s Animal Farm, 
Ellacoya State Park, and Wallis Sands State Park Beach for a day of ocean 
swimming and picnicking. Due to construction at the Loudon Elementary 
School this summer, the committee is seeking another location to host the 
program. If you know of a possible site to hold the program plese contact a 
Recreation Committee member as soon as possible. 


The Committee would like to pay a special thanks this year to all the hard 
working members, directors, and volunteer coaches of the Loudon Youth 
Athletic Association. The Association conducts all the youth sports programs 
in town including soccer, basketball and Little League and Bab Ruth Baseball. 
Loudon is indeed fortunate to have an independent organization of dedicated 
volunteers who are willing to devote the necessary time to coordinate all youth 
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sports under one organizational umbrella. The Committee also wishes to 
acknowledge the continued support for the summer program and the Recreation 
Committee by the Selectmen.
